ana in a speech eugolietic o! President 
BarriaoD, denunciatory of the Demo- 
cratic party in its treatment ol the negro 
in the south, and strongly in favor of the 
force bill. 


There KBB great excitement during 


Johnson's speech. 
. The house went into committee of the 
whole on the sundry civil bill. The first 
subject was the appropriation for a gov- 
ernment exhibit at tbo World's Fair. 


Hook of Ohio offered an amendment 


appropriating $100,000 to pay the ex- 
P6UB8B of collecting, preparing and pub- 
lishing facte and BtatieUcB pertaining to 
the induetrial advances of Uuited States 
oititons of African descent from January, 
IB&f, to January, 1803, to conatttute a 
part of the government exhibit. 


Henderson of Iowa eeid the colored 


people of the country numbered about 
•He-eighth of the population, yet evi- 
dence taken by a special committee at 
•hicago diacloeed the amazing fact that 
•either the President of the United 
States nor the governor of a single state, 
nor any other power, h»d given repre- 
sentation to these 8,000,000 people. 


Holman made a point of order against 


Houk'a amendment, which was sus- 
tained. 
Johnson of Indiana said that the 


President had daring hia entire life been 
a linn, unswerving And consistent friend 
of the colored race. It ought not to be 
forgotten that the rremdent had been In 
favor of the measure known BB tho 
"Kurco bill" when men with less courage 
failed to eland up for the pledgee of the 
Republican party.

Beevera immediately 
began making love to Lou and made 
such rapid progress in her favor that he 
proposed anelopement.
